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good evening a very important week ahead for president bush a week that will undoubtedly help shape the 
way he's perceived by american voters this election year the u.s economy is still ailing and the president 
hopes japan can help when he meets with japanese leaders on tuesday he'll ask for trade concessions but 
today the president was in south korea once again playing to america's military strength nbc's john cochran 
is with the president asian allies like the south koreans have long expected cutbacks in american forces in 
this part of the world but at every stop in bush's pacific tour in australia in singapore he has promised that 
american forces will be strong enough to help defend allies even after cutbacks we've had a pacific presence 
and we're going to continue to have a pacific presence but although leaders in the pacific may smile and say 
all the right things to bush the bedrock feeling over here is that power is shifting from washington to tokyo for 
now it is just economic power but someday japan could again be both a political and a military power as a 
veteran of the pacific war george bush knows the decline of american influence could lead to trouble 
someday but bush also knows that is not what worries american voters today voters who are worried about 
their jobs this is the strangest foreign trip president bush has taken although he has talked some about 
foreign policy his overriding concern in this election year is how the trip is playing not only in peoria but in 
peterborough and other towns in new hampshire the first primary state at his last stop in singapore bush 
dropped a big hint that he will offer boaters a goodie a budget cut that will make possible a tax cut frankly i'd 
like to put it into the pockets of the american taxpayer if i possibly could uh because i think that's what's uh 
needed 
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needed and maybe it'd be nice to uh do certain things that can stimulate our economy and that could call for 
alterations in the tax system in his state of the union address later this month bush will probably ask 
congress to modify the 1990 budget agreement so that both spending and taxes can be cut which leans 
toward further cuts in military spending and if given the changes in the world there's ways we can save 
further on defense that has taken absorbed quite a few cuts i'd like to be able to recommend that to the 
american people with the collapse of communism in europe and the easing of tension between north and 
south korea congress is likely to welcome any defense cuts the president wants john cochran nbc news with 
the president in south korea in japan tonight prime minister kichi miyazawa promised to double efforts to sell 
american cars in his country citing the 40-year friendship between the united states and japan nbc's john 
cochran is traveling with president bush who began his day in south korea the president himself has said his 
asian trip is all about jobs jobs jobs which is not what these gis want to hear they thought they were here 
defending freedom against the communists to the north so bush assured them that neither the 39 000 troops 
here nor those who fought in the korean war have been forgotten our great country never does forget those 
who serve for the sake of the families of the 8 000 mias of the korean war we're going to continue to seek the 
fullest possible accounting from north korea the big issue now is nuclear weapons and even though north 
korea has agreed to renounce nuclear weapons american officials still doubt that north korea will permit 


international inspections our policy is not going to shift we're not going to start any dialogue with with north 
korea bush and the south koreans managed to avoid big trade disputes largely because south korea has 
made 
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largely because south korea has made concessions in recent years today japanese officials did say they will 
make it easier for the big three american automakers to sell in japan but japan apparently will refuse to 
reduce the number of cars it exports to the us the president refused to say exactly what he wants from japan 
but he said whatever he gets it won't be enough to satisfy his democratic and republican challengers i can 
guarantee you political opponents no matter what is achieved will be saying hey you didn't jump quite high 
enough you need to get over the bar we've just raised it another foot but that's politics the best case scenario 
for bush would be concessions from japan that would impress wall street so much that stock prices would go 
up that would also impress the voters back home the worst case scenario minor concessions from japan that 
would leave both wall street and the voters saying so what john cochran nbc news with the president in south 
korea good evening it's early wednesday morning in japan showdown time for president bush and his 
traveling entourage of american business executives led by the heads of the u.s car industry they insist 
they'll press the japanese to open their markets to more made in the usa products the president has a lot 
riding on this mission and nbc's john cochran tonight sets the scene in tokyo president bush says he didn't 
come to japan to play games but on his first day here he indulged in some japanese football the hardball 
starts when bush and the japanese began trade talks but bush may not be as tough as he sounded back in 
washington even though bush says his patience is one thin he insists he would never punish japan with trade 
barriers a free trade on a level playing field creates jobs and lifts standards in both of our countries but polls 
here show the japanese have 
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but polls here show the japanese have well they have an attitude problem they believe americans should 
compete by working harder by applying elbow grease and ingenuity instead of whining about unfair trade 
practices the japanese also don't appreciate being dragged into america's election year politics by 
presidential hopefuls trying to outdo each other at japan bashing some japanese news media also thought it 
was unseemly for bush to help open the second toys or us outlet in japan and i hope that toys r us is but the 
first in a long line of american retailers to locate in this great country greater access is an exciting idea and 
it'll help create more jobs in america that's what this trip is all about jobs and bush does have something 
going for him with the japanese he is not a democrat the japanese believe a democratic president might put 
new restrictions on their exports but japan seems willing to offer only more piecemeal agreements instead of 
sweeping changes and if that's the case then the president's political rivals are sure to say you went to japan 
and that's all you brought back john cochran nbc news with the president in tokyo it is a new day in japan 
and it should be a better one for president bush now that he's had a night's rest and treatment for intestinal 
flu his collapse at a state dinner was a frightening scene but his doctors and aides now insist the president's 
condition is not serious nbc's john cochran is on the watch for us now in tokyo john tom the president is 
starting his scheduled meetings this morning a little later than he had anticipated he slept in late this morning 
then called vice president coyle and said he's feeling fine there was no sign of trouble wednesday when the 
president played two sets of tennis in a doubles match that included the japanese emperor 
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bush had a packed schedule that included both ceremonial duties and grueling trade talks with japanese 
officials and american businessmen who came here to help put pressure on japan for trade concessions 
although bush's talks were friendly there were sharp disagreements with the japanese who believe bush is 
asking for too much the president seemed in good spirits but a little tired during an nbc interview a few hours 
before wednesday night's dinner i hope you're holding up well on this trip feeling pretty good right now john 
and it's been a long trip i still wake up in the middle of the night from time to time but i expect by the time i get 


home i'll be waking up on on asian time in washington the president said he had taken a halcyon sleeping 
tablet the previous night he also complained of a slight touch of the flu but it was more than a slight touch 
that felled him at dinner with prime minister miyazawa the president suffered weakness nausea and vomiting 
but although the first pictures were disturbing the president bounced back and joked that he just wanted to 
get a little attention and he got it he was twisted off to the palace where he has stayed in the hubbub security 
officials tried to hold back photographers clamoring for a closer look spokesman marlon fitzwater said bush's 
illness was in no way connected to his irregular heartbeat problems last spring all aspects of the examination 
indicate that it is a common case of the flu meanwhile the dinner for the bushes continued with an empty 
chair mrs bush jokingly blamed his illness on american ambassador michael armacost he and george played 
the emperor and the crown prince in tennis today and they were badly beaten and we bushes aren't used to 
that 
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and that is the way the white house hopes that the public will view the president's stomach flu as something 
to joke about not something to worry about tom john of course all of this comes at the beginning of the 
political campaign for 1992 how much was that a consideration and how this was handled there well it's an 
embarrassment for the president tom after all he came over here to try to do something about jobs he is in 
trouble in the polls as you say because of the economy the trade talks with the japanese apparently are not 
going well now you have the spectacle of those awful pictures at the dinner last night that of course raises 
speculation again about dan quayle's suitability to be president so there are no pluses in any of this for the 
president tom on top of which he has the flu thank you john cochran in tokyo vice president quayle and other 
senior administration officials in washington were quickly notified of the president's condition and the vice 
president went immediately to the white house tonight however he's campaigning in new hampshire and 
nbc's lisa myers is with it the vice president first reassured americans that the president is fine then the self- 
described pit bull of the bush campaign quickly moved to quell growing republican unrest i understand you 
want to send a message we've got the message the president understands the problems and he is going to 
do something about it quayle's missions to let this financially distressed state know that bush cares and to 
reassure republicans that despite occasional lapses george bush is a conservative the vice president also 
began the counter-offensive against tv commentator and bush challenger patrick buchanan suggesting his 
protectionist trade policies would hurt this state and i don't believe this idea of protectionism which some are 
articulating is going to go too far in new hampshire buchanan called quail a good conservative but says he 
can't help bush i don't think dan quayle can sell george bush as a conservative i think the question 
everybody is going to ask is hey dan where's george george 
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buchanan taunts bush at virtually every stop even putting out a searchlight to help him find his way to new 
hampshire buchanan says the president owes voters here an explanation why he raised taxes after 
promising them that he wouldn't why this sweater factory which had 400 workers when bush visited four 
years ago was put out of business by unfair imports five hundred thousand jobs have been lost in new 
england alone in the last several years mr bush has got to start looking out for america first the attacks are 
hitting home when bush arrives here next week he'll find that many of the voters who saved his political life 
four years ago now feel neglected and betrayed i'm going to vote for buchanan because bush has lied to us 
too many times i would probably vote for buchanan just to send bush a message that i think he's forgotten a 
lot of his roots still buchanan is seen as only a protest candidate big on bashing but short on solutions you've 
got a lot of homework to do don't you uh yes i've got a lot of homework to do and so does mr bush top 
republicans here have warned bush that unless he turns things around pat buchanan could win 40 percent of 
the vote enough to draw blood and send democrats into a frenzy lisa myers nbc news nashua new 
hampshire tom brokaw reporting tonight from nbc news headquarters in new york good evening president 
bush and his advisors must be hoping tonight that the trip to japan is the exception and not the rule for 92 
almost nothing went right criticism at home and in tokyo about the president's traveling companions his very 


public case of the flu and finally the results of the negotiations nbc's john cochran is with the president on his 
last night in japan the president made it through a state dinner with no problems although he said that after 
his flu attack he is still not 100 and the trade agreement he is 
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100 and the trade agreement he is bringing home is not 100 of what he wanted either but bush who needed 
a success here for political reasons gave himself credit for a successful trip it has advanced our goal of 
leveling the playing field in u.s champion competition of furthering further opening japan's markets to our 
exports so this progress translates into jobs and economic growth in america under the agreement japan 
promises to try to double its purchases of american auto parts by 1994 and to buy twenty thousand more 
american cars every year but automakers like lee iacocca said the agreement looks pretty thin to them even 
if japan lives up to the deal it would buy a total of only fifty five thousand vehicles a year from detroit but 
japan now sells one million seven hundred and fifty thousand vehicles to americans and nothing in the deal 
prevents japan from selling more automakers gave president bush credit for trying but the bad news is i think 
the uh proposals that are on the table uh as far as the auto industry is concerned are inadequate we were 
not satisfied that that issue of the trade imbalance was fully addressed the trade talks were overshadowed 
briefly by the president's flu attack but mrs bush said she was never very worried and he made a very funny 
joke on the floor so i knew he was all right he said to the prime minister why don't you just roll me over and 
and under the table and i'll sleep it off while you finish the dinner and the president said he didn't think his 
younger democratic opponents will be able to use his illness and his age 67 against him only old people get 
the flu i don't even i think democrats get the flu from time to time so his political rivals may not try to exploit 
his age or his illness but they will attack him with gusto on the economy 
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the economy and the japanese have not given the president enough to provide him with political cover john 
cochran nbc news tokyo and where the forecast calls for partly cloudy skies and chilly temperatures but 
given his luck this week he should be prepared for an ice storm and arctic winds today he returned from that 
troubled trip to japan to find this unemployment up to 7.1 percent almost 9 million out of work at the 
beginning of an election year nbc's john cochran is at the white house john tom the president went to japan 
looking for jobs jobs jobs and he returned to find trouble trouble trouble any president running for reelection 
is going to look for a silver lining one way to do that is to downplay the new unemployment figures and to call 
the japan visit a success even if most people disagree now while i'm disappointed that the unemployment 
numbers went up in december here our work over the last few days will help open markets for american 
companies and provide more jobs for our workers big three auto execs who accompanied bush to japan 
have praised his efforts but not his results bush refused to pressure the japanese by threatening to support 
trade restrictions on their products today lee iacocca called for tougher measures the only changes that will 
take place in u.s japan trade relations are those that we force them to make they say if you criticize japan 
you must be a racist that's just a weak attempt to cut off the criticism that's all that is and finally they say all of 
our problems are our fault that's like blaming our army and our navy for pearl harbor because they weren't 
ready george bush is not amused by that kind of humor starting with his conciliatory words at last month's 
pearl harbor remembrance bush has tried to lower the heat in the trade dispute but democrats turned up the 
burner today saying bush got rolled in japan it's just outrageous and to see these 
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it's just outrageous and to see these table crumbs coming out of these trade talks of the last few days in 
japan is an embarrassment to this country some democrats are pushing for the kind of restrictions the 
european community put on japanese products the europeans limit japan to 16 percent of their market the 
democrats say every president since richard nixon has extracted empty promises from japan to lift its trade 
barriers now democrats who want to be president have found an issue japan bashing we're becoming a low- 
wage nation and all george bush can do is go to japan and beg for a few concessions i'm bob carey and if i'm 


president the time for begging is true the japan trip had another downside for the president his flu attack no 
politician wants to make the late night joke list ladies and gentlemen george bush our president has 
announced his new campaign slogan i've fallen and i can get up today the president admitted that collapsing 
with the flu didn't help him politically but he said he's fine now and ready to take on his political rivals in both 
parties who want to punish japan tom plenty of advice for president bush when he visits tomorrow that state's 
primary is just five weeks away and its economy is on the critical list nbc's john cochran is in new hampshire 
tonight john what's in store for the bush campaign tomorrow well tom the president will be returning to the 
state which more than any other won him the republican nomination in 1988 after he looked like a loser 
minutes after bush polished off democrat michael dukakis that november the president-elect ended his 
victory statement with a very specific thank you once in days that were a little darker i made a promise and 
now i'll keep it thank you new hampshire now the days are dark for new hampshire where store closings are 
common jobs are scarce and people are looking for someone to blame bothers me that i would like to have 
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bothers me that i would like to have bush to win again i'd like to have a change and republicans who are 
angry enough can protest by voting for the very conservative pat buchanan who blames bush not only for the 
recession but for spending too much time on foreign policy and too much money on foreign aid but bush 
does not want to give buchanan the status of a serious challenger so he tries to ignore him i ask if you're 
ready to specifically attack buchanan as an isolationist and go to new hampshire no i don't i don't need to 
attack him what i need to do is advocate our policies and international trade bush has enormous advantages 
as president he can serve plenty of pork a new passport office with a multi-million dollar payroll at this air 
base where he will land tomorrow a big boost in federal medicaid payments to prevent hospital layoffs and a 
more than generous share of transportation funds a point underscored by bush during a taping by a new 
hampshire tv station that transportation bill holds 200 million dollars for new hampshire but buchanan claims 
bush is vulnerable george bush has not even got half the republican party that is his problem i didn't have 
anything to do with creating that and it's one if he doesn't solve john i could beat him in this new hampshire 
primary buchanan wants voters here to regard him as another ronald reagan and he wants voters to regard 
george bush as well george bush tom thank you john twin cities as a part of our series of regional visits and 
to participate in a minnesota town hall on the news media president bush was in new hampshire today 
hoping that candor and promises would check his slide in the national polls and slow up a very aggressive 
challenger nbc john cochran with the president of new hampshire and andrea mitchell who has been tracking 
the democrats there john let's begin with you in the president's day tom the president said today this state 
has gone through hell but that's not what he saw today the president's 
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what he saw today the president's carefully sanitized swing through southern new hampshire skipped the 
places and people hardest hit by the recession instead his tour included a stop at a farm with a cow named 
holiday a town hall appearance before an audience chosen by bush supporters lunch with people who have 
jobs and a visit to a success story a computer networking firm which used bush's visit to announce new job 
openings but bush admitted times are hard elsewhere no one i know you're hurting two i care about it three 
i've been wrong about how fast this recovery would take bush promised to make things better if congress 
approves the economic recovery package he will unveil later this month he said congress is the reason he 
has not been as successful with the economy as he was in operation desert storm if i to listen to the leader of 
the united states senate george mitchell saddam hussein would be in saudi arabia and you'd be paying 20 
bucks a gallon for gasoline now try that one on forsyth i'm getting sick and tired i am every single night 
hearing one of these carping little liberal democrats jumping all over my you know you know what bush's 
immediate worry is not about liberal democrats but about conservative republican challenger pat buchanan 
whose new gimmick was to ask bush to join him in a no new texas pledge for the growth incentives and what 
pledge mr buchanan was planned buchanan's pledge bush tries not to dignify buchanan as a serious 
challenger but the former commentator is scoring 30 percent and higher in polls here if i were a fringe 
candidate george bush would not be here the bush campaign does take buchanan seriously enough to 


schedule two more presidential trips here and more if needed tom thank you john and now let's go to andrea 
mitchell who's been in new hampshire for several days reporting on the democratic candidates and their 
hearts are beating a little 
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and their hearts are beating a little faster as they sense an opportunity andrea tom democratic voters here 
are just beginning to comparison shop with the state's economy in free fall they are demanding hard answers 
from the candidates getting the most attention arkansas governor bill clinton overflow crowds are showing up 
to check him out is the room across the hall a lot bigger it's a tough audience clinton has been criticized for 
being vague about national health care they want specifics are you going to put it in your written plan pretty 
clearly here is what i would do one you have to take on the health insurance companies the most 
experienced campaigner of the group he's relentless in his search for potential voters at a soup kitchen he 
has suggestions for a man who says he's a mental patient and another who's just out of jail and can't find 
work they should have access to job training and the beginning jobs you're a very interesting candidate to 
me but why what substantive reason can you give why i shouldn't vote for paul sangus what substantive 
reason can i give you i shouldn't vote for paul songs i like paul sangas why would you want me to criticize 
him songus the former senator from neighboring massachusetts is a local favorite people are listening to him 
because he has ideas for how to reopen empty factories a whole book of answers what i'm trying to do is 
embarrass the other candidates to come up with their own economic package nebraska senator bob kerry is 
one of the democrats songs hopes to embarrass partly because kerry is trying to exploit any japanese anger 
in a new television ad i'll tell japan if we can't sell in their market they can't sell in ours that is pure hired gun 
washington media consultant politics i'm not bashing the japanese i'm just saying the time for begging is 
through i don't like going to japan and begging them for concessions the centerpiece of kerry's campaign a 
detailed national health plan that would mean higher payroll taxes the people want him to be specific on 
other subjects as well what are you going to do for the middle class what i'm trying to put in place is a 
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what i'm trying to put in place is a winning economic agenda so we can move the incomes of americans up 
less visible here in recent months iowa senator tom harkin who lost a crucial two weeks vacationing in the 
bahamas he'll try to catch up with a big television campaign starting tomorrow well known but not attracting 
much support so far former california governor jerry brown it's still early and television advertising could 
make a big difference but when people decide it will be based on two things who can fix the economy and 
who can beat bush tom good evening when president bush left japan ten days ago he tried to make the best 
of a modest deal announcing that the japanese had agreed to buy more american cars and auto parts but 
now the japanese prime minister and the head of toyota say they didn't commit to buy anything they were 
only talking about targets nbc's john cochran is at the white house tonight andrea mitchell is in washington 
where all this goes directly into the american political stew john you begin please tom on the campaign trail 
the president has warned voters not to heed the siren call of protectionism against japan but after today that 
siren is going to sound a lot louder and the japanese have only themselves to blame the president waved off 
questions about the japanese who have repeatedly slammed dunked him over the past 24 hours take his 
friend prime minister miyazawa who agreed to some trade concessions during bush's visit but on his return 
bush overplayed what he actually got japanese automakers agreed over the next three years to increase 
their purchase of american-made parts from 9 billion to 19 billion now miyazawa who is in big political trouble 
at home is downplaying his agreement with bush with the reminder that it is only a target rather than a firm 
promise the same applies to american cars toyota set a target of selling gm cars now toyota says it is too 
much to say we will actually 
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will actually sell them even before japan started backtracking republican challenger pat buchanan belittled 
bush's japan talks buchanan's sister is also his campaign manager well they're outrageous they're absolutely 
outrageous and the president should uh demand an apology he has gone over there he tried to deal with 
them fairly he did not bring anything home he was snookered by them while in japan bush had to listen to 
patronizing remarks from miyazawa who said he felt sorry for the us because it is inflicted with homeless 
people aids and poor education now the speaker of the japanese house of representatives has gone further 
saying american workers don't work but demand high pay if america doesn't watch out it is going to be 
judged as finished by the world it tells you that when the president left japan the japanese were laughing 
laughing at us laughing at the trip laughing in america belittling america the japanese may sincerely feel 
they're superior at many things but if they really want to avoid a trade war than the united states then they 
have a lot to learn about public relations tom thank you john andrea mitchell this latest view of america from 
japan certainly didn't go unnoticed by democrats that's right tom when it comes to trade some of the 
democrats are bashing japan some are bashing each other but they're all bashing the president's policies 
iowa senator tom harkin claimed today that he could balance the trade deficit by lowering long-term interest 
rates an industrial strategy reciprocity and trade his blueprint was short on specifics in down and out new 
hampshire some of the democrats seem to be running against japan as much as against each other ina 
debate broadcast statewide last night yes i think we need to be tough with japan there they have mercantilist 
protectionist policies that make it difficult not just for us to sell into their marketplace but for the rest of the 
world to survive as well senator kerry i want to show you running an ad up here you're running an ad you're 
on a hockey 
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you're running an ad you're on a hockey rink and i'll tell you you're skating on thin ice the ad tries to exploit 
anger against japan without mentioning that kerry voted to speed up trade talks with mexico not protectionist 
enough to suit harkin two protectionists for free traders paul songas and bill clinton very simple i mean the ad 
that was used was a hockey rink and the issue was defending our goal any barbie or fan can tell you you 
don't win a hockey game unless you score i agree with senator songus it's our problem it's because we don't 
organize to compete and win the trade issue can cut both ways in new hampshire high-tech companies like 
pixelworks and hudson are surviving because of their export business domestic sales are flat we believe we 
can outdo the japanese in anything in high tech japan bashing is almost like saying we're not as good as 
them so let's protect ourselves from them but other companies like itran and manchester are blocked by 
japan's barriers we receive a lot of business from korea from taiwan singapore malaysia but not japan not 
japan we've tried to ship our products in japan it's a rather tough community to do business and there's more 
at stake than just this primary if japan bashing works in new hampshire will give a big boost to protectionist 
legislation now pending in congress tom and with the japanese criticism of american workers president 
bush's recent tokyo trip loses even more points in an effort to turn things around the president will formally 
announce his candidacy for re-election on lincoln's birthday february 12th and then campaign that day in new 
hampshire nbc's john cochran tells us tonight today the president was trying to crank up the education image 
john tom the white house was trying today to downplay the recent bashing of american education by 
japanese leaders that criticism hardly fits with bush's ambitions to be the education president 
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the education president the president can't turn american education around in time for this year's election but 
today he did try to keep a campaign promise he made in the last election in 88 he promised that head start 
programs would be available for every eligible four-year-old today he promised the money i will ask congress 
for a 600 million dollar increase in head start the largest increase ever democrats said that's fine for four- 
year-olds but they claim head start money is also needed for three and five-year-olds america's children 
need more than an election year handout they need a long-term commitment to their school readiness and 
their future the would-be education president got off to a shaky start three years ago by choosing an 
education secretary who got poor grades on the job bush remedied that mistake with lamar alexander who 
gets high marks in 1989 bush also accepted the advice of the nation's governors for a national plan focusing 


on science and math education bush thanked the governors like bill clinton but that was then and this is an 
election year the only reason he's promoting this new budget head start is because he's dropped below 50 in 
the polls in new hampshire last week a voter told bush he has not really been the education president bush 
admitted he has failed to sell his education plan the thing that troubles me is i don't think that we've gotten 
that across it is a good sensible program bush came into office saying he would try to emulate his hero teddy 
roosevelt by using the bully pulpit to sell his programs like education reform but so far that sales pitch has 
fallen short tom tonight's daily difference decision 92 arkansas governor bill clinton a leading candidate for 
the democratic presidential nomination tonight denied a tabloid report that he had a lengthy extramarital 
affair 
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had a lengthy extramarital affair clinton produced what he said was a letter from a lawyer representing the 
woman in the tabloid story according to clinton her lawyer denied these allegations last year tonight nbc's lisa 
myers looks at clinton the politician what shapes his campaign and ambitions bill clinton always has been a 
young man in a hurry beneath the charm is a shrewd highly polished politician whose every move is carefully 
calibrated scratch further and you find a man driven by the need for acceptance and an aversion to conflict 
both products of a turbulent youth i sort of grew up with this image of a father i never met a very good image 
and something i was always i think subconsciously at least trying to live up to his father died before he was 
born his stepfather roger clinton was described as a good man until he drank as a small child clinton 
remembers one of his stepfather's alcoholic bouts turning violent he was real upset and drunk and had a gun 
and shot it in the house and there was a bullet hole in the wall and i was i ran in to be with my mother and i 
was terrified clinton's mother virginia vividly recalls a night in this house when her son then 14 confronted his 
stepfather i don't know if he had raised a hand to me or had really struck me he never did really hurt me but 
bill said to him when he stood up he said don't ever ever strike my mother and evidently he got through to 
him because he never lifted the hand again never that moment had a lasting impact on clinton forging a 
determination to diffuse conflict and build consensus i believe in working things out in the open elected 
governor at age 32 the former rhodes scholar then a liberal tried to change everything at once voters tossed 
him out on his ear two 
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voters tossed him out on his ear two years later a new bill clinton chastens more cautious and more 
pragmatic made a comeback i think iam much more skeptical of the ability of traditional government 
programs to improve conditions in 11 years as governor he has offered innovative programs to remake a 
state which ranked almost last in everything the result slow but steady progress on education better than 
average economic growth but there have been no miracles arkansas still is at or near the bottom in per 
capita income worker safety and environmental issues it also has one of the most regressive tax systems 
which critics say clinton hasn't done enough to undo to say that he's campaigning for the middle class is is a 
hoax taxes have been raised repeatedly on the middle class the wrap on clinton is that he's weak on follow- 
through and compromises when he should fight the truth is they don't like a politician like me who can get 
people together and promote change nearly as much as they like people who provoke blood lettings even if 
there's no change some question whether political expediency has become clinton's ideological compass 
he's become a creature of what the political system says he needs to be to win that if he has a political 
ideology if he has a political ethic that it's very well hidden clinton says his ideology is simple i just can't stand 
to see the life that i hope everybody could have diminished by circumstances that could be changed and that 
is the central thing that drives me that's why i always hated racism i feel good so far clinton's soothing 
centrist tones are playing well sour notes came last week and again today when he was forced to deny 
tabloid charges of marital infidelity though he's admitted his marriage has 
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though he's admitted his marriage has not been perfect and the jury is still out on whether his craving for 
consensus is a strength or a weakness lisa myers nbc news little rock tomorrow's daily difference more on 
decision 92 bob carey's road has taken him from nebraska to vietnam to a run for the white house we'll look 
at a senator who wants to be president tonight's daily difference decision 92 a profile of senator bob kerry of 
nebraska who's running for the democratic presidential nomination before this campaign kerry was best 
known for winning the congressional medal of honor in vietnam and dating deborah winger now people are 
taking a look at some of his ideas here's nbc's andrea mitchell even when going through the very public 
rituals of a political campaign bob kerry seems to be holding something back until he gets someplace like 
barbara parker's living room in epson new hampshire and starts preaching his gospel of government-run 
universal healthcare paid for by higher taxes it's a life and death issue for me i'm the one that had to get up 
every morning and say i'm going to make the effort to learn how to walk again and did so but the government 
of the united states of america saved my life he lost part of a leg in a night raid as a navy seal in vietnam 
understanding that experience is fundamental to understanding kerry's competitiveness and his belief that 
government has a responsibility to its citizens you know i only had two toes sticking out of the cast and they 
were black they were turning black and starting to stink and so i had a pretty good idea that when i reached 
philly that uh i was going to be an amputee angry bitter and i was really was not angry you know the hospital 
environment was one where i learned for the first time in my life that other people were suffering not that i 
was suffering other people were suffering far more than i was artificial limbs it is an experience he recalls 
over and over again in his campaign it influenced his decision to oppose the 
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it influenced his decision to oppose the gulf war i cannot shake the conclusion that it would be a mistake for 
us to launch a war against iraq and it could make him less willing to commit troops as commander-in-chief 
well yes actually it may it is going to make me cautious uh uh making sure not just that i uh you know that 
that when we send men and women into combat that it's for the right cause and that we have the capacity 
and the willingness to sustain it all the way to the end beyond his personal story and national health care 
plan what are kerry's qualifications to be president he says his record in nebraska he built a successful chain 
of restaurants now expanded to health clubs a political novice he leaped into the governor's race and won 
how did he do in office it wasn't heroic or outstanding but there's some mitigating factors there too we were in 
a revenue shortfall period and and under our system why the budget has to be balanced in fact he eliminated 
a deficit and produced a surplus conservative in his fiscal policy but not in his lifestyle divorce the bachelor 
governor flaunted his relationship with actress deborah winger he was so new to politics he says he didn't 
think through key issues on abortion went from pro-life to pro-choice i just had not debated i had not 
discussed it and i was in in my first campaign for governor i was all over the map on on the issue of abortion i 
think he's gaining more support all the time still nebraskans loved him even if he seemed to be making it up 
as he went along but after one term he quit looking for a bigger challenge the chance came with an open 
senate seat and now the run for president i think he can cut it i really do um i'm not sure if he knows what it's 
going to entail but i think i think he can do it he's brash a quick study but critics say impulsive and not always 
focused he's got a stop and go charisma about him sometimes he can excite his audiences i mean they just 
really get in with it and other times it's just almost like 
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and other times it's just almost like he's lost part of kerry's initial appeal was his aura of mystery but to really 
connect with the voters he's going to have to show more of who he really is andrea mitchell nbc news 
washington in a moment what happens when man bites shark as part of the white house strategy to show a

in northern virginia the president's home buyers tax credit would help them now but they're still worried about 
the future i prefer seeing something happen to the economy that is a long term that will help the economy 
overall quick fixes are great for now but that's not going to help us in two years when we want to meet a 
mortgage payment we're real tight to start with in atlanta 51 51-year-old houston spencer says he's a lifelong 
republican and wants to vote for george bush again but two months ago he lost his job and his health 
insurance i really don't expect to see a drastic change anytime soon it'll be a lot of rhetoric for the next five or 
six months it's not what can i do for the country 
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the country what can i do to get reelected just outside fort worth texas connie davis owns a child care center 
but the peace dividend may actually hurt her business many of these children's parents work for general 
dynamics or at carswell air force base when gd cuts back what happens to your business i suffer about a 10 
to a 20 percent decline and so then i have to get very very creative the president is promising his economic 
plan will not be political that it will make a difference but even white house aides admit that none of these 
programs will make a big difference soon they just hope to restore some public confidence jamie gangel nbc 
news the white house good evening no one wanted this presidential campaign to get sidetracked by stories 
of an extramarital affair but tonight that's exactly what's happened as a result of allegations against arkansas 
governor bill clinton widely regarded to be the leading democratic candidate until last week the issue is who's 
lying clinton or the woman who today made her charges public nbc's andrea mitchell is covering the story for 
us tonight andrea tom bill clinton had hoped that his appearance on 60 minutes last night would end further

people from the beginning that no american politician ever has you know i'm not sitting here some little 
woman standing by my man like tammy wynette i'm sitting here because i love him and i respect him and i 
honor what he's been through and what we've been through together he implied having been unfaithful to his 
wife but avoided a direct answer he denied a long-term relationship with 
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he denied a long-term relationship with jennifer flowers calling her a friendly acquaintance at a news 
conference in new york flowers who had been paid by a supermarket tabloid for her alleged confessions 
called clinton a liar yes i was bill clinton's lover for 12 years and for the past two years i have lied to the press 
about a relationship to protect him the truth is i loved him now he tells me to deny it flowers would not answer 
questions about her background or what she had been paid to go public newsweek magazine reports that 
flowers embellished her resume that she had never appeared on the television show hee haw or won beauty 
pageants as she claimed her lawyer insisted she had done some of those things but acknowledged that her 
resume was not completely accurate flowers also produced a tape she claimed she made of phone 
conversations with the governor but she released only excerpts not complete conversations there were 
obvious breaks in the conversation indicating the tapes were edited there is no way to independently verify 
their authenticity and none of the conversations prove her claims in one alleged excerpt she suggests that 
the governor helped her get her state job well the only thing that concerns me where i where i'm concerned 
at this point is the state job yeah i never thought about that but as long as you say you've just been looking 
for one you'd check on it if they ever ask if you talk to me about you say no clinton's office says he referred 
her for the job as a routine matter late today clinton again denied flowers charges she didn't tell the truth she 
hired a lawyer a year ago a year and a half ago to say that anybody that said that was a liar and would be 
sued and she admitted that she changed her position for money it is not yet clear how all of this will affect the 
outcome in new hampshire three weeks from now i thought it was an exercise in hypocrisy i thought that he 
didn't answer the questions i think people have put these judges behind them i think it's the media 
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behind them i think it's the media that's keeping it out in front part of clinton's strength was the perception that 
he was more electable than the other democrats running this year now that is in question still leading party 
members Say if he is telling the truth he can survive tom thank you andrea and at the white house the 
president is trying to repair his own political fortunes with a state of the union speech scheduled for tomorrow 
night nbc's john cochran john there's a little spin control going on tonight sure is tom the president's age is 
trying to lower expectations and that's hard to do when the president himself for almost two months has been 
saying wait for ita new economic package that you're going to like today the president was still saying stay 
tuned the state of the union address will detail how we can nurture creativity as old as 1776 harness it to the 
needs of a new american century but his spokesman marlon fitzwater complained that there's no question 
that some of our political opponents have tried to raise expectations to the point where the bar is so high it 
can't be jumped over well not exactly if anyone has raised expectations it is bush's own campaign staff which 
in a memo last week trumpeted bush's address as the defining event of the bush presidency bush has never 
gone that far but for weeks he has highlighted tomorrow night's address about a month from now i will deliver 
a state of the union message that's going to outline a new strategy for building on our international success 
today bush gave republican congressional leaders a preview of his package which includes tax cuts for 
families with children for investors for first time home buyers and for those buying health insurance 
conservative republicans who wanted stronger action nevertheless got on the bush team and said they were 
satisfied bush is also hoping his package will be dramatic enough to impress voters and mild enough to calm 
financial 
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voters and mild enough to calm financial markets which hate drama and want bush to do nothing that might 
slow economic recovery it may be good or it may be bad news for the president but polls show that voters 
are more sophisticated than many politicians realize and that voters want solutions not handouts tom our 
daily difference now decision 92 promises promises all political candidates of course make them winning 
candidates are expected to keep at least some of them george bush's promises on the economy helped get 
him elected in 1988 but how is his performance measured up we asked nbc's lisa myers i know the liberal 
democrats are worried about the economy they're worried it's going to remain strong and they're right it is 
with the right leadership it will remain strong that was the promise this is the reality [Applause] but are hard 
times really the president's fault he's getting a bum rap on the recession i i really don't think the recession is 
his fault i think you can maybe charge him with not noticing it in the sense of letting things go on for a long 
time before he did anything about it beyond a strong economy candidate bush also made some very specific 
economic pledges only a martian could have missed this one promise number two the congress will push me 
to raise taxes and i'll say no and they'll push and i'll say no and they'll push again and i'll say to them read my 
lips but congress pushed and pushed and in 1990 bush broke his promise his excuse the democrats made 
him do it i don't like raising taxes and never will but there is a price to divided government and that means 
that i have 
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government and that means that i have had to compromise on items that i feel strongly about the tax 
increases were not big enough to help the president deliver on promise number three the projections work 
out to get the budget in balance in 1993. today a balanced budget is a pipe dream the deficit has soared 
from 153 billion dollars when bush was elected to a whopping 370 billion dollars projected this year it's not all 
his fault still many say bush's biggest economic failing is his inability to rein in government spending 
candidate bush claimed he could balance the budget by holding spending increases to the rate of inflation 
but under president bush spending has increased 14 percent above inflation he says it would be even worse 
if he hadn't negotiated a budget deal with congress it's the only cap we have on outrageous congressional 
spending now promise number four on jobs my mission is thirty and eight thirty million jobs in the next eight 
years how many jobs has bush created so far none that's one reason the president's overall economic report 


card looks grim unemployment up from 5.4 percent to 7.1 percent 2 million more americans living in poverty 
the lowest growth rate under any president since herbert hoover the only bright spot inflation which has 
declined the real problem is we haven't gotten leadership and you probably have to be generous to give him 
a d when it came to economic affairs either international or domestic if you're going to criticize them for 
something it is for ignoring some of the problems that he inherited the president already is being haunted by 
the immortal words of ronald reagan are you better off today than you were four years ago for most 
americans the answer is a resounding no lisa myers nbc news washington repair the economy and his 
political fortunes

news headquarters in new york good evening for weeks now president bush and white house officials have 
been saying tonight is the night the president will set the nation on the course to economic recovery with a 
wide-ranging series of proposals and they hope stop or at least slow the president's free fall in national 
political polls here is some of what to expect in the way of presidential proposals on taxes cuts for families 
with dependent children credits for first-time homebuyers vouchers for the poor for health insurance a break 
on business investments and a cut in the capital gains tax the president will call for more money for head 
start and other programs for poor children and more for space in the environment president also will call for 
moderate new cuts in defense and a freeze on some other parts of government spending nbc's john cochran 
is at the white house now john what's the strategy for dealing with congress on all of this tom the president 
will set a deadline of march 20th for congress to act on his economic package the president met briefly with 
his cabinet but spent most of the day reworking tonight's speech bush's advisers say he needs to hit a home 
run just as he did at the 88 republican convention and bush has brought back the speechwriter responsible 
for read my lips and other lines that impressed voters but bush cannot use the same tactics tonight he will be 
speaking to a bipartisan audience and he will return to the themes of his inaugural address the american 
people await action they didn't send us here to bicker they ask us to rise above the merely partisan tonight 
bush will promise to begin working with congress tomorrow to repair the economy bush will try to assert 
himself as leader on the domestic front just as he led the desert storm coalition i can report to the nation 
aggression is defeated the war is over but bush's popularity 
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the war is over but bush's popularity dropped as the economy sagged and aids say his morale was low this 
month until he worked off his frustration campaigning in new hampshire i'm a little sick and tired of being the 
punching bags for a lot of light weights around this country yelling at me day in and day out and i'm sick of it 
and they want to fight they're going to have one that is not the george bush we will see tonight but he will 
repeat one theme that he cares i'm gonna look the american people in the eye as i did in the past say all right 
people are hurting more now i've just come back from the state of new hampshire and a lot of people are out 
of work and if you really care pass this package but tonight after three years in the white house the president 
is still still trying to convince voters that he cares and that he has a plan of action tom thanks to john cochran 
at the white house tonight a lot of what the president will be proposing will be related to taxes and i'm joined 
now by our chief financial correspondent mike jensen mike big question will it work tom we talked to people 
all over the country about some of the proposals president bush is expected to make tonight and we also 
asked economists about the effect on the country first stop georgia crawford loretz and his wife karen have 
four children one in college family income 40 000 would an increase in the personal tax exemption help not 
really it's like going to the atlantic ocean with a teaspoon that's what most families said and most economists 
a dollar or two a day would not do much to restore confidence or to jump start the economy next 
massachusetts where michael and pat horn would like to buy a house their renters family income 33 000 a 
tax credit for first-time home buyers would certainly help their budget to try to put that money away for a good 
down payment and then to go into such an incredible 
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and then to go into such an incredible debt is very difficult nowadays buyers would welcome a few thousand 
dollars but it wouldn't sell many more houses prices already are low and so are mortgage rates people aren't 
buying because they're worried about their jobs next california barbara summer is 60 and her husband is 72. 
both work but neither has company health insurance they'd love to get a break on their personal health 
insurance premiums but don't think that alone is enough i think that's strictly a band-aid however there 
should be at least a safety net a tax break here would help the middle class but along with other tax credits 
and deductions it would increase the federal budget deficit which is bad for the economy in the long run in 
texas don summers owns his own company business is pretty good so he's thinking about replacing some 
trucks he'd like a tax break well it would give us an incentive to replace a couple of vehicles in our fleet that 
are getting pretty old this is a good idea according to most economists who say anything that encourages 
companies to become more efficient and productive is good for the economy the problem for the president is 
that in an election year he has to do something but the budget deficit is so huge mostly because of the 
recession that washington simply doesn't have the money it would take to give the economy a shot in the 
arm tom thank you michael and for president bush of course coming up with a kickstart for the economy is 
one thing getting it through congress in an election year is quite another nbc's andrea mitchell is our chief 
congressional correspondent what about that andre tom with the president under pressure democrats have 
their best chance in three years to push through their proposals if recent history is in a guide they'll blow it 
congress likes to think of itself as a winning team like the redskins but most americans remember it like this

me let me let me finish no i will not again unpaid restaurant tabs bounce checks senators in ethics trouble 
endless budget talks what originally was designed by the founding fathers as checks and balances has 
become gridlock for a decade divided government has met republican presidents democratic congresses 
george bush has parlayed that into 24 successful vetoes the president's veto is the most underrated power in 
the american political system it only takes 34 republican senators out of 535 members of congress to sustain 
a president's veto democrats have pushed through legislation on civil rights clean air new rights for the 
disabled extended unemployment insurance a highway bill they've gotten nowhere on crime gun control 
abortion rights family leave health care an anti-recession plan campaign finance reform what's happened 
with the lack of any kind of campaign finance reform everybody has his his or her own constituency every 
senator does anything that he or she wants to do and that pattern is getting worse and worse and worse ina 
recent survey of top congressional aides house speaker foley's effectiveness rating dropped 33 points since 
last year senate leader mitchell's rating dropped 27 points critics say they aren't tough enough tell me an 
example in the recent and recently in recent history when a democratic leader said this is what i stand for this 
is what i'm going to do and then do it on the economy alone democrats are offering more than a dozen 
competing plans making it that much harder to present a united front against george bush tom our daily 
difference now decision 92 as george bush prepares tonight to deliver his state of the union speech it is well 
to remember that americans expect a lot of their president 
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expect a lot of their president our latest nbc news wall street journal poll shows how voters are now grading 
president bush his overall job performance gets a b minus well below his earlier remarks on his handling of 
foreign policy and national security the president gets a solid b but when it comes to dealing with the 
economy ac minus on handling health care issues the president also gets the same ac minus and when it 
comes to education he barely does any better beyond specific programs and policies however americans 
want something more from their president they want leadership nbc's lisa myers tonight some see leadership 
as high drama and the sound of trumpets calling and sometimes it is that but i see history as a book with 
many pages and each day we fill a page with acts of hopefulness and meaning for george bush there has 
been lots of high drama he took the nation to war the occupation of kuwait will not stand dealt with a coup in 
the soviet union this was a president who is extremely bold who has done a supremely competent job of 
managing a very turbulent international situation but boldness is not bush's first instinct his initial reaction is 


to use his word prudence when the berlin wall came down when tanks rolled into moscow even when 
saddam invaded kuwait i'm not contemplating such action it's a leadership style that is by and large cautious 
by and large careful but that when triggered by animosity particularly toward an identifiable enemy can 
become quite emboldened and highly competitive ask saddam hussein in manuel noriega it's almost hard to 
believe that a man could have so many accomplishments internationally and 
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many accomplishments internationally and so few at home his greatest failing is this is not someone who can 
go to the american people and get millions of americans to agree to make sacrifices that might in the 
medium or long term help the country it's tough to lead when you don't know where you want to go call it a 
vision george bush doesn't seem to have one domestically he's at best a broker who works out deals with 
congress beyond education the environment and his crime bill he hasn't really addressed major domestic 
problems such as health care even judged by the words of his own inaugural address he comes up short my 
friends we have work to do there are the homeless lost and roaming yet bush has never visited a homeless 
shelter and homelessness continues to increase there are the children who have nothing today one million 
more children live in poverty there are those who cannot free themselves of enslavement to whatever 
addiction drugs welfare the demoralization that rules the slums today while casual drug use is down hardcore 
addiction is not two million more americans are on welfare and despair rules the inner cities this lack of 
domestic leadership finally has taken a heavy political toll so the commander-in-chief of desert storm has 
begun to remake himself it was a clear solid victory i want to take that same sense of leadership and again 
solve the problems that have been plaguing this nation in the economy i believe i can do it whether george 
bush can lead this country to deal with daunting domestic challenges is an open question but it would be a 
mistake to underestimate him he is capable of the unexpected and time and again has risen to the challenge

the president's budget like his economic recovery package is aimed at restoring confidence in two things the 
economy and george bush today the president returned to capitol hill where senate republicans without even 
blushing gave him a grade of a plus for last night's speech bush explained he set a march 20th deadline for 
congress to act on his package because this is an election year uh i am running many other democrats are 
out there running and uh it would be unrealistic to think that if we get later into the year we can get as much 
done as we should get done for the american people bush's budget will set a record the wrong kind the 
biggest deficit ever almost 400 billion dollars bush says it will bend his 1990 budget agreement with congress 
but won't break it mostly because he would cut defense spending by almost 10 billion dollars but spending 
will go up for some programs including an increase of more than half a billion to fight aids and 240 million 
more to feed poor children and pregnant women bush would also cut taxes for families with children and he 
wants congress to move now on tax breaks for investors and first-time homebuyers bush's economic 
advisers say the recession will end faster if congress acts quickly by mid-1992 if the president's proposal is 
passed people will we people will notice demonstrably higher rate of growth republican challenger pat 
buchanan said the tax cuts bush announced last night were an attempt to undo the damage he did earlier by 
supporting tax increases mr bush appears to be appears to have to have decided that as a candidate he's 
going to run against the record of george bush president politics aside if that is possible the president's aides 
say the key to 
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the president's aides say the key to recovery is not really his plan the key is for interest rates to stay low and 
for americans to see that the president and congress really are capable of reaching a sensible compromise 
tom thank you john in congress democrats have a majority and polls that tell them the president these days 
is not exactly operating from political strength nbc chief congressional correspondent andrea mitchell tonight 
even before the president arrived at the capitol to start selling his program democrats were picking it apart 
rather than giving a fifteen thousand dollar tax cut to the people at the very top we should be giving a much 
larger tax cut than the president called for for middle-income families democrats sat on their hands last night
